Fall Text of the City 
|. Opinion to the Mayor. 


He Says the City Is Not Responshie for Mr. 
Rogers’ Accident—The Mayor’s In- 
~  @orsement of the Opinion. 


The Rogers case against councilman 
Kuhrts for $2,600 damages is of vital im- 
portance to the taxpayers of this city. It 
will be remembered that the Titus pub- 
lished the action of the council at a special 
meeting last Tuesday. At the regular 
meeting, held last Saturday, the Mayor 
gave his reasons for not signing the Rog- 
ers warrant, with the city attorney’s opin- 
ion, which reads as follows: 

OPINION OF THE CITY ATTORNEY. 

In reply to your request for my written 
opinion as to the liability of the city in 
the matter of the appropriation by the 
city council to compromise the case of W. 
E. Rogers vs. Jacob Kuhrts, I would say 
it seems to me that the following degree of 
the chapter is a complete answer. 

„The said corporation shall not be liable 
to any one for any injury or damage hap- 
pening to such person on account of the 
condition of any a sidewalk or public 


grounds there 

Sec. 2, Art. XII, of the Revised Chapter: 
The section goes on to state further; But 
this does not exonerate any officer of said 
city from such — 6 when such casualty 
or accident is caused by the willful neglect 
of duty enforced upon such officer by, la w 
or willtul misconduct of such officer.“ 

But aside from the foregoing provisions 
of the ap td it seems to me that to enter 
into the p compromise and pay 
this mone 2 to do it on the assumption 
(and ae is by no means admitted) that 
— work claimed to have been performed 

Mr. Kuhrts as Chairman of the board 
of public works, was performed in a care- 
less and negligent manner, else no judg- 
ment whatever could be rendered against 
Mr. Kuhrts, then the question naturally 
arises, can the city legally make good 
damages resulting from carelessness and 
negligence on the part of its public offi- 
cials. I say it cannot. 

On the other hand, if the work was done 
in a careful and workmanlike manner no 


2 could be obtained against Mr. 


uhrts, as the accident was not caused by 
want of care, but was rather the fault of 
the party injured, and the city should not 
pay a party damages caused by his own 
negligence or want of proper care. 

But upon whomsoever rests the blame 
of the unfortrnate accident that befell Mr. 
Rodgers, I am unable, under any view ‘of 
the case, to see that the city 8 in any 
manner liable. Ane 


THE MAYOR’S OPINION. 


I must respectfully decline to sign war- 
rant No. 446 on the cash fund in favor of 
W. E. Rogers, for the reason that I do not 
consider myself justified in aiding or con- 
senting to the appropriation of the public 
funds for purposes not contemplated b 
the law under which those funds are col- 
lected, no matter how much I might per- 
sonally desire to do so. In matters of
